DAMAGED STATE PARK 


The first sk irm ish now has been held iii a coming 
battle. It is the fight I vet ween New Deal censorship and 
the determination of the Republican Party, armed with 
strong majorities in both houses of Congress, to find out 
for the Am erican people what has been going on in their 
government. 
ITkis clash is bound to furnish fireworks during com­ 
ing months, even though it m ay be felt by some that it is 
a secondary matter in comparison to the great social and 
economic problems which w ill hr before Congress. 
The fact is that for fourteen years such "investiga­ 
tions’* as Congress has made have consisted either ot 
officials investigating themselves, or their tiring invcsti 
gated only by their friends. 
Moreover, the "probes" have been carefully con­ 
trolled, and a variety of device# worked out to prevent 
their ever getting out of hand. 
Now the investigations are going to be picked up by 
those not involved in the scandals and mischief, and with 
no political repercussions to fear. 
» 
The line of approach, and the methods of reactance, 
if not necessary the range of subjects to be gone into, are 
shown in the controversy over the arm y’s conduct during 
the occupation of Germ any. 
Considering the cost of these operations, as well as 
the number of Am erican parents who followed their 
sons’ and daughters' experience in that theatre with anx­ 
ious eyes, the number of those slain or wounded in the 
previous m ilitary engagements, and the importance of the 
questions involved, it would seem that this ought to be 
a proper subject for full and open investigation. 
Moreover, there have been a host of ugly rumors— 
and sometimes disquieting facts going far beyond the 
rumor stage. 
These reports covered such matters as widespread 
misconduct by Am erican soldiers, especially concerning
